THE  END  OF  CHAPTER  ONE. 

The  first  chapter  of  the  Egyptian  tragedy 
has  ended.  Alexandria,  battered,  despoiled, 
burned,  is  in  the  possession  of  the  English. 
By  a  masterly  stroke  Arab*  Pacha,  after  ac¬ 
complishing  all  he  planned  in  his  first  move, 
retreated  towards  Cairo.  The  hardest  part 
of  the  ruse  to  the  English,  who  are  not  over- 
scrupulous  in  their  measures,  is  that  it  was 
successful.  They  who  dreamed  that  the  re¬ 
treat  of  the  Egyptians  wo*  cut  off  by  the 
guns  of  the  fleet  in  the  harbor  did  not  under¬ 
stand  much  about  actual  warfare. 

Alexandria,  with  its  memorable  history,  is 
rp laced  a  hundred  years  backward  in  its  coct> 
-dition.  W hatever  may  be  the  issue  of  the 
war.  England  will  doubtless  seek  to  retain 
its  hold  upon  this  key  to  EgTDt  and  one  of 
the  moat  important  Eastern  sea  part  towns. 
The  plea  will  probacy  be  urged  that  future 
protection  is  demanded. 

They  wbo  have  looked  for  but  little  resis¬ 
tance  sa  the  part  of  the  Egyptians  will  prob¬ 
ably  And  their  judgement  in  error.  In  the 
event  of  the  union  of  the  forces  of  the  false 
prophet,  El  Medbi,  with  the  troips  of 
Arabi  Pacba,  desperate  work  will  be  done. 
Toe  struggle  may  reach  wider  than  Egypt. 
All  Europe  is  interested  in  the  “Eastern 
question."  !  There  is  a  possibility  of  antagon¬ 
ism  between  England  and  France  on  account 
of  the  Sues  Canal,  and  in  view  of  French  in 
te rests  in  North  Africa.

A  Modi  of  Hcujho  Whxat.  —  A  8wis< 
process  of  removing  the  bran  of  wheat 
without  loss  of  nutritive  matter  is  said  to 
be  obtained  by  moistening  the  wheat 
before  grinding  with  a  solution  consisting 
or  caustic  soda  in  water.  The  solution  is 
prepared  by  dissolving  six  aud  two. 
thirds  pounds  of  caustic  soda  in  one  bun¬ 
dled  and  thirty-eight  pounds  of  water. 
The  steeping  may  occupy  from  fifteeu  to 
twenty  minutes,  end  may  be  doue  in  vat* 
similar  to  those  used  by  brewers.  The 
eaustio  solution  when  prepared  aa  above 
swells  and  loosens  the  hull  proper,  so  that 
it  may  be  removed  by  the  slightest  friction, 
leaving  the  gluten  with  the  body  of  tue 
grain. 

Coitmxntino  on  a  recent  fatal  case  of  lead 
poisoning  in  an  English  factory,  Dr.  Wil¬ 
liam  Webb,  of  Wsrksworth,  Derbyshire, 
tells  the  Lancet  that  twenty-five  year*  ago 
poisoning  by  lead  was  of  frequent  occur, 
reuce  at  the  lead  smelting  works  in  that 
part  of  Derbyshire,  and  that  since  that 
time  it  haa  seldom  been  heard  of.  He  at¬ 
tributes  this  immunity  from  poisooiug  in 
men  constantly  exposed  to  the  fumes  of 
lead  to  the  fac| -  that  they  were  advised  to 
partake  freely  of  fat  bacon,  butter  and 
other  fatty  substances,  and  to  drink  oo- 
piously  of  lemonAde  or  dilute  sulphuric 
acid  in  water.  The  hint  was  first  ob¬ 
tained  from  Sir  Thomas  Watson's  admirable 
lectures  on  the  “  Practice  of  Physio."

The  call  for  a  school  meeting  te  rote  upon 
appropriations  for  the  ensuing  year  and  to  take 
into  consideration  the  feasibility  of  building  s 
new  school-house  was  but  feebly  responded  to 
on  Monday  evening  last.  In  the  absence  of 
Wo.  A.  Baldwin.  Clerk  of  the  District,  the 
meeting  was  calked  to  order  by  Mr.  C.  Peloubet 
and  Charles  M.  Davis  was  unanimously  select¬ 
ed  as  chairman.  Mr.  W.  \V.  Wyman  acted  as  sec¬ 
retary.  The  call  for  the  meeting  was  read  and 
the  matter  of  appropriation  was  taken  up.  The 
Trustees  asked  for  8$, 000  to  meet  their  demands 
during  the  coming  year  and  the  amount  was 
accorded  them  without  a  dlaaenting  voice. 
The  n«w  acbool-bouse  buaiueas  then  followed. 
Rev.  A.  C.  Friastll  asked  what  progress  the 
Trustees  had  made  towards  securing  an  eligible 
location.  Mr.  C.  Peloubet  replied  that  the  Trus¬ 
tees  had  made  inquiries  as  regards  s  suitable 
location  at  West  F.nd  and  thua  far  had  failed  to 
secure  a  desirable  place.  In  one  Instance,  how¬ 
ever,  an  effort  bed  been  made  to  secure  e  lot 
■itualeo  corner  Washington  and  Hillside  Ave¬ 
nues,  containing  about  two  and  a-half  acres 
Tbe  price  asked  was  *4,300.  Tbe  moat  eligible 
pan  of  the  premises  was  located  near  the  cor¬ 
ner  of  these  avenues  and  for  this  *3,000  was 
asked.  In  many  of  the  localities  ponies  have 
declined  to  sell,  not  being  willing  to  have  s 
school-house  buUt  near  tbetr  property.  A  lot 
corner  of  Liuden  and  Ashland  Avenues,  con¬ 
taining  three-quarters  of  an  sere,  was  offered 
to  the  Trustees  far  the  sum  of  *5,000.  On  ac¬ 
count  of  its  location  about  *450  additional 
would  lie  required  to  put  it  iu  suitable  shape 
for  building  purposes.  Other  locations  were 
talked  of  but  many  of  them  were  objectionable 
for  many  rvaaoos  Mr.  Henry  Russell  stated 
that  the  lot  situated  on  Livden  and  Ashland 
Avenues  bad  been  in  the  market  a  number  of 
years  sod  be  thought  the  price  might  be  lower¬ 
ed  if  the  Trustees  concluded  to  purchase. 

The  question  whether  a  school-house  built  st 
West  Eud  would  materially  affect  the  number 
of  scholars  at  the  Centre  School  and  whether  It 
would  not  be  advisable  to  locate  tbe  new  build¬ 
ing  nearer  lha  central  portion  of  tbe  town  waa 
dlscuased.  It  was  stated  that  about  fifty  schol¬ 
ars  from  tbe  West  End  are  about  all  that 
would  be  benefltted  and  the  object  of  tbe  Trus¬ 
tee*  ia  to  remove  the  wbo|e  Primary  Depart¬ 
ment  from  tbe  Centre  Building,  thereby  giving 
tbe  tuueh  desired  room  to  the  Grammar  and 
High  School  Departments,  and  It  ia  their  aim 
to  locate  the  new  building  where  the  greatest 
cumber  of  scholars  attending  the  Centre  School 
would  be  beueflltad.  Mr.  Peloubet  clearly 
showed  that  Berkeley  School  would  be  as  central 
for  a  number  of  scholars  as  West  End.  He  also 
stated  that  in  the  High  School  three  classes 
were  reciting  in  the  same  room  at  once  and  one 
addltijoual  was  stndy  ing  at  the  same  time,  which 
obvlob-dy  made  a  confusion.  In  reply  to  the 
question  a*  to  bow  many  attended  the  High 
School,  Mr.  Peloubet  answered,  thirty -five.  Mr. 
Mr.  Russril  stated  that  his  children  bad  attend¬ 
ed  school  in  a  room  one-half  tbe  size  and  where 
there  were  seventy  sc  holars.  Mr.  Peloubet  gave 
a  clear  and  conciae  statcmei.t  of  tbe  disadvan¬ 
tages  the  Grammar  Department  and  High 
School  labored  under  and  urged  the  removal  of 
tbe  Primary  Department  entirely  from  the 
building,  eo  ae  to  give  relief  to  the  over-pres¬ 
sure  there.  Mr.  Friaaell  said  that  additional 
grnuild  was  owned  by  the  schools  and  that  ap¬ 
proved  plana  were  in  possession  of  the  Trustee* 
'for  rhe  erection  of  two  additional  winga  to  the 
building,  which,  be  thought,  would  meet  the 
demands  and  It  would  be  advisable,  it  aeetned 
to  him,  to  uae  tbe  ground  t|ey  already  owned. 
Mr.  G.  T.  Moore  stated  ae  o  'point  for  Weal  End 
Interests  that  many  of  the  children  of  small 
size  were  compelled  to  cross  the  railroad  track 
of  the  D.  L.  A  W.  tt.  R.,  In  goiug  to  and  return¬ 
ing  from  school,  and  that  parents  wbo  have 
been  sending  their  children  to  private  schools 
were  not  satisfied  with  the  results  and  mu  h 
preferred  the  instruction  aa  given  at  tbe  public 
school.  Dr.  W  H.  White  stated  that  he  had 
never  kuown  of  a  case  where  children  had  been 
injured  by  crossing  the  railroad  tracks,  but  was 
satisfied  that  many  of  the  scholars  suffered  ill 
health  by  being  compelled  to  be  confined  in 
crowded  and  poorly  ventilated  clast-  ootns  and 
considered  many  of  the  class  rooms  at  tbe  Cen¬ 
tre  School  too  email  for  the  number  of  scholars 
and  detrimental  to  teachers  aud  scholars  both. 
Mr.  H.  M.  Barrett  said  he  concurred  tn  the  Idea 
of  building  a  separate  primary  school  and  if  a 
school-house  were  erected  within  a  quarter  of 
mile  of  the  Centre  School  it  would  undoubtedly 
give  the  desired  relief.  Mr.  Max  field  stated 
that  as  only  one  school-house  could  be  built  at 
present  It  should  be  located  where  it  would  be 
of  tbe  greaUst  benefit  end  for  tbe  best  interests 
of  the  whole  District.  The  matter  of  selecting 
a  suitable  location  is  an  up-hill  job,  for  the 
property-owners  are  not  aoxious  to  sell  their 
property  for  tbe  purpose  intended.  Mr.  3ar- 
retlj  stated  that  tbe  property  next  to  tbe  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary,  known  as  the  Close  property, 
waa  fof*  sale  and  thought  it  could  be  purchased 
at  *2,500  or  *34(00  and  he  judged  it  to  be  a  good 
location.  Mr.  C.  Peloubet  asked  (bat  the  Trus¬ 
tees  be  continued  a  committee  on  plot  of 
ground  for  tbe  erection  of  a  new  school-house 
and  that  they  he  required  to  report  at  a  future 
meeting.

DARING  HIOBWA  7  ROBBER  7. 

On  Sunday  eight  last  Mr.  Daul.  Hewitt,  an 
an  old  and  well  known  cltixen  of  town,  started 
on  hla  rente  through  the  country  to  purchase 
batter,  eggs  sod  other  country  produce.  After 
passing  Mountain  View  and  while  near  tbe 
Powder  Works,  a  man  stepped  out  of  the 
bushes  and  asked  hla  for  a  match.  Mr.  Hew¬ 
itt  told  him  be  bad  none  and  started  to  drive  oo, 
when  another  man  appeared,  who  grabbed  the 
horse  bj  the  head.  Mr.  Hewitt  attempted  to 
draw  hla  revolver  from  hla  panta-pocket,  but 
waa  prevented  from  ao  doing  by  the  first  man, 
who  caught  him  by  the  throat  and  threw  him 
over  backwards  In  the  wagon,  threatening  to 
kill  him  if  be  made  any  outcry."  Tbe  two  rob- 
txJh  then  relieved  Mr.  Hewitt  of  *96,  bis  watch 
and  bis  revolver.
